Bofton, January 26 —On Monday morning lat, 
a fire broke oat in the North part of this town, 
and, from the height it had got before it was dif- 
covered, and the extreme inclemency of the wea- 


: ther, threatened deftrudtion to a confiderable part 


of the town: Bat fuch was the uncommon activity 
of the inhabitants aided by the generous and friend. 
ly exertions of their brethren of Coarleftown and 
Roxbury ; that this dreadful element extended its 
devaftation no further than the hove which it firit 
caught, and one acjoining—the former owned by 
Mrs. Jarvis, aad the latter by Deacon Holland. 

Middletown, January 28.—On Monday night 
laft, the dwelling houfe and ftore of Mr. 
Ranfom, of Eaft-Haddam, was confumed by fire, 
together with about 1200 pounds worth of dry 
goods, all their furniture, cloathing, &c. The 
particulars of this melancholy accident we have 
not learnt, further, than the eldeft fon of Mr. 
Raofom, perithed in the flames, and that Mis. 
Ranfom very narrowly eicaped the fhocking fate of 
her fon. 

Oo Thaurfday laft a {pan of horfes, and fleigh 
loaded with rye, broke through the ice in this ri- 
ver, and were loft.
